DEGREE 

ON US INITIATIVE AT MINISTERIAL COUNCIL MEETING, WELL RECEIVED 
BY AED HOC GROUP. BECAUSE OF PROBABLE MASSIVE INFO INVOLVED IN 
PROPOSED DETAILED INVENTORY ON ENERGY R & D PROJECTS ( PARA 21), 

AD HOC GROUP FELT MORE MEANINGFUL FIRST STAGE WOULD BE ANALY- 
TICAL SURVEY OF NATIONAL ENERGY R & D PROGRAMS AIMED AT NEEDS OF 
DECISION MAKERS OT CLARIFY PROBLEMS, HIGHLIGHT R & D STRATEGIES 
AS PART OF NATIONAL ENERGY POLICIES, AND IDENTIFY PRIORITY AREAS 
FOR COOPERATIVE EFFORTS. THIS SURVEY TO BE INITIATED FOLLOWING 
NOVEMBER 1973 CST MEETING, WITH COMPLETION BY EARLY AUTUMN 1974 
AS CONTRIBUTION TO OVERALL OECD ENERGY STUDY. DETAILED INVENTORY 
IN CERTAIN AREAS COULD BE SUBSEQUENT FOLLOW UP WITH OBJECTIVE OF 
PROVIDING CLEARINGHOUSE ON R & D PROJECTS/ PLANS/ PRIORITIES AMONG 
MEMBER COUNTRIES. 

4. AD HOC GROUP RECOMMENDED PRIORITY ATTENTION BE DEVOTED TO 
PROBLEMS ASSOCIATED WITH FORMULATION, IMPLEMENTATION OVER ALT, 

R & D ENERGY STRATEGIES AS PART OF NATIONAL ENERGY POLICIES 

IN CONTRAST TO GENERALLY CURRENT SITUATION OF UNRELATED RESEARCH 
EFFORTS STIMULATED BY TECHNICAL INTERESTS OF RESEARCHERS AND OFTEN 
NOT REFLECTING ECONOMIC REALITIES OR COHERENT NATIONAL PLANNING 
OBJECTIVES. US REP ALSO STRESSED NEED TO ( A) EXPLORE POSSIBLE 
MECHANISMS FOR ASSURING/ ACCELERATING COOPERATION IN PRIORITY 
AREAS ON BOTH GOVERNMENTAL AND INDUSTRIAL LEVELS, AND ( B) GIVE 
ATTENTION TO R & D PROGRAMS DIRECTED TOWARD ENERGY CONSERVATION.
